The State Platforms 

It is to the credit of both the Republicans and 
the Democrats in Missouri that they have made 
certain improvements in their state platforms 
over the national party platforms adopted re- 
spectively at San Francisco and Chicago. 

As the civil rights issue was paramount at the. 
national conventions so was this issue of major 
concern at the state conventions at Jefferson 
City. Doubtless the state political leaders have 
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‘an eye on votes, but even so they deserve to 


be commended. " 
The state Democratic plank on civil rights 
goes beyond the national plank. Promising pro- 
tection against “mob violence,” it says: ‘ 
We pledge a thorough-going revision 
existing le to strengthen the admin- 
istration and judicial machinery for . 
protection of civil nag my: to give 


- 


dividuals and government agencies to re- 

sort to the courts for enforcement of con- 

stitutional guarantees. 

The state civil rights plank of the Republicans 
listed and praised the civil rights gains under 
the Eisenhower Administration, but it also went 
beyond the comparable national platform, Call- 
ing for an end of racial discrimination in state 
employment, it said that progress in race rela- 
tions can be accomplished through “intelligent 
study, understanding, education and good will.” 

Neither party’s plank referred to a fair em- 
ployment practices act, but each in effect de- 
scribed such a piece of legislation and indirectly 


_ made a law of that kind a party pledge. 


The Republican platform drafters strongly 
served Missouri's best interests when they wrote 
in a plank calling for a change in the state 
primary from August to an earlier date. As 
reported by Herbert A. Trask, the Post-Dispatch’s 
state political correspondent, this is the first 
time a state party platform has made a clear 
pledge to work for an earlier primary date. The 
ideal time for the nominating primary in Mis- 
souri would be late May or June. 

By the top-heavy vote of 38 to 6, the Republi- 
cans adopted a resolution which somewhat clips 
the wings of National Committeeman Elroy W. 
Bromwich at the outset of his four-year term. 
What this resolution does is to provide that in 
the event of disagreement over patronage mat- 
ters, the issue goes to a seven-member commit- 
tee of state party leaders. 

More than a year ago a similar resolution was 
passed as a rebuke to the then G.O.P. National 
Committeeman, A. D. (Bud) Welsh. Party ob- 
servers took it as a victory for the Barak T. 
Mattingly forces and that is the way the new 
resolution is being read now. 

This continuing strife is bad for the Repub- 
lican party in Missouri and that in turn is bad 
for the two-party system in this state. Appar- 
ently the Republiean leaders have fought among 
themselves so long that they resist getting to- 
gether even for a presidential election. 

If the high command at San Francisco could 
shake hands with Harold E. Stassen and allow 
him to make a seconding speech for Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon surely the Missouri G.O.P. can do 
a little hatchet burying. 
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Tip on the Market 

The removal of a Civil Aeronautics Board 
lawyer for buying stock in Northeast Airlines 
was on the face of it justified, but does it end 
the matter? 

Albert H. Ruppar, the attorney who violated 
the rule that CAB employes must not own air- 
line stock, purchased his 1000 shares the day 
after the board secretly voted to grant North- 
east a lucrative New York-Miami route. On that 
same day 24,000 shares of the company’s stock, 
which since has risen $3 a share, were traded, 
compared with “a mere 300 to 400 the day be- 
fore. Apparently Mr. Ruppar was not the only 
one who bought in anticipation of a rise. 


How did the other purchasers know Northeast 
was going up? Were any of them, like Mr. 
Ruppar, not proper purchasers of the stock? 
And if there was a leak, who was guilty? 

These are questions to which the FBI, which 
has been asked by the board to investigate, may 
well seek answers. 
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Nobody to the Rescue 


In today’s Mirror of Public Opinion, a Des 
Moines Register editorial discusses the decline 
in the family-size farm. This is a political issue 
which will soon send leading candidates of both 
parties to the farm belt. Everybody in politics, 
of course, wants to save the small farmer. 

But the facts are that he is not being saved. 
Preliminary estimates of the 1955 Census of 
Agriculture show that the number of American 
farms has declined from 5,382,162 in 1950 to 
4,782,393 in 1954. The nation lost 405,000 fam- 
ily farms—those with gross sales of less than 
$25,000. But large farms with sales above that 
figure increased by 28,000. 


The trend is not new, and it is naive to blame 
the Government for it. Between 1945 and 1950 
the number of farms went down by 477,000, 
and even during the war years 1940-45 it de- 
clined by 237,000. The primary reason, of course, 
is the technological revolution in agriculture 
with its .machines, fertilizer and _ irrigation, 
which enables fewer farmers to till more land. 


Is the trend good or bad? Last year the 
President gave Congress a report recommend- 
ing ways to accelerate the movement away from 
the too-small, inefficient farm. There would be 
less argument about this were it not for the 
growth of “factory” farming, which reaps dis- 
proportionate benefits from price supports. 

North Dakota is considering a kind of gradu- 
ated tax on big farms to protect small ones. 
Aside from that, nobody is doing much but talk- 
ing. The fate of the small farm is in the hands 
of economic forces which are making family 
farms fewer—and bigger.

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Sequel in St. Louis 

What is to be gained from the forthcoming 
St. Louis-area sequel to last fall's White House 
Conference on Education? Some 500 parents, 
educators and others have been mobilized for 
the local conference, scheduled for Sept. 24 and 
27 at Kiel Auditorium. 

The stated aim of the meetings is to keep St. 
Louis and St, Louis county residents informed 
on the current needs of their schools, and that 
is certainly commendable. To that end the in- 
dividual delegates have been furnished with an 
impressive file of mimeographed and printed 
“homework,” including, the report of the com- 
mittee for the White House Conference. 

That report discussed and made specific rec- 
ommendations on all three of the topics to be 
dealt with in the St. Louis conference. These 
topics include: What should our schools accomp- 
lish? How can we build, finance and operate 
our schools? Get and keep good teachers? 

These are important questions, and they are 
likely to be with us for some time unless con- 
ferences like the forthcoming one stimulate

more citizens to move from the area of specu- 
lation to the area of action. Having decided, for 
example, that the way to build new schools is to 
get short-term emergency help from the Federal - 
Government, citizens’ groups will have to go out 
and work with their Congressmen to get that 
help.

A Man of the South : 

As illustration of the fact that violence wins 
more attention than peace, there are Clinton, 
Tenn., Sturgis, Ky., and Louisville, While mobs 
tried to interrupt the high school attendance of 
600 students in Clinfon and 300 in Sturgis, 50,000 
school child-en quietly moved into integrated 
schools in Louisville for the first time. 

The mobs have been put down and the troops 
are pulling out of Clinton and Sturgis. Most of 
the high school pupils, white and Negro, are 
back in school as they should be. But no troops 
ever were thought of when Louisville began a 
major social revolution. And much of the credit 
goes to one man. 

Dr. Omer Carmichael is Louisville’s superin- 
tendent of schools. He was born on an Alabama 
farm and earned school money by picking cot- 
ton, He attended the University of Alabama 
and spent much of his teaching career in the 
Deep South. But when the United States Su- 
preme Court issued its desegregation order two 
years ago, Dr. Carmichael did not run for cover 
with many fellow-Southern educators. He told 
his staff and the parents of Louisville: 

It will be my purpose to implement that 
decision with no effort to sidestep, no effort 
by subterfuge or sharp practices to defeat 
the purpose of the court. 

For two years thereafter Dr. Carmichael pre- 
pared for September, 1956. He spoke about 
integration to all kinds of civic and parent 
groups. He planned integration carefully, He 
carried public opinion with him, and he has won. 

In Washington, President Eisenhower gave 
Df. Carmichael warm tribute for effecting inte- 
gration without violence. The President said 
youngsters taking part in violence in some places 
were not properly counseled at home. 

The fact is that youngsters had little to do 
with the mob troubles in Clinton and Sturgis, 
and the school children in those places were 
as far ahead of many adults as 1956 is from 
1862. For adult Southerners, Dr. Omer Car- 
michael provided an example of sound and re- 
sponsible leadership away from past prejudices. 
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Back to 1932 in Maine 


Whatever the President and other Republican 
leaders may say publicly to discount the Demo- 
cratic victory in Maine, it is a good bet that the 
G.O.P. professionals for whom realism is an 
occupational necessity are taking their setback 
quite seriously. 

Not since 1932 have the Republicans fared so 
poorly in a Maine congressional election. The 
three Republican candidates polled a total of 
150,653 votes and the Democrats 141,916. The 
Republican share of the congression! vote has 
run as follows the last seven presidential years:

What this means for the crystal-ball gazers 
and the party statisticians is clear. In Maine, 
the Democrats in the four years since 1952 have 
increased their share of the congressional vote 
by 15.8 percentage points. If they could in- 
crease their share of the presidential vote over 
the nation by only half that much, they would 
win by a comfortable margin. 

The idea that Maine’s congressional election 
accurately forecasts results of the presidential 
election has been pretty well exploded by the 
long series of Democratic victories nationally 
in the face of Republican victories in Maine. In 
1954, however, the Maine result was an amaz- 
ingly accurate barometer of what was to come 
in the congressional election. The gains which 
Democrats made in Maine that year, when ap- 
plied nationally, forecast a Democratic House 
and Senate with a Democratic majority in the 
House of 228. As things turned out, the Demo- 
crats did win both branches, and their House 
majority was 231. : 

‘So Republican hopes for recapturing Congress 
in November have been dealt a severe blow.

Should 
it protect all farm families in their 
present situations? Or should policy 
be designed to expedite the movement 
of people from farm to city occupa- 
tions, thus reducing the number and 
increasing the size of farms? 

Your answer to these questions de- 
pends on what objective you put upper- 
most. 

If your prime objective is to improve 
the incomes of people now living on 
farms, then you will favor programs 
which encourage 
the movement from —=—— 
farms to cities. 

This would bene- 
fit farm people in 
two ways. Those 
who stayed on the 
farm and operated 
larger units would 
have larger shares 
in the total farm 
income than before.

of economic growth and development 
which has been going on for centuries. 
As farming efficiency advances, fewer 
people are needed to produce food and 
fiber, and more can be employed in 
producing goods and services other 
than basic necessities. 

It is evident that the United States 
could produce all the farm products it 
now produces with perhaps 2,000,000 
fewer workers in agriculture than the 
nearly 8,000,000 it now has. 

Many of these farm workers, mostly 
operators of farms, are not fully em- 
ployed. Or, to put it another way, they 
are technologically underemployed. 

They could produce more and earn 
more in other occupations. And their

small farms could be combined into 
more efficient operating units. 


This situation is not as apparent in 
Iowa as it is in the South and some 
other sections of the country. But it 
exists to some degree here, also. 


Some folks may argue that income is 
not all-important. They may believe 
it is socially desirable to retain the 
small farms, even if inefficient, and to 
guarantee anyone who wants to stay in 
farming a minimum level of living. 


This objective would call for pro- 
grams to discriminate in favor of small 
units. It would require incentives to 
keep farmers farming rather than mov- 
ing into nonfarm work part-time or 
full-time. 


In order to maintain the present 
farming pattern and prevent further in- 
creases in farm size, herculean meas- 
ures would be required. Even in the 
South, the number of farms is decreas- 
ing rapidly, and farm people are taking 
up city jobs. 

But these who believe the small farm 
ought to be preserved should recognize 
that to aim toward this objective would 
be to sacrifice the objective of higher 
income for people who now live on 
farms. 


Despite fears of the traditionalists, 
the reduction in number of farms and 
farmers is not creating big corporation 
farms or “collective” farms. In some 
fruit and vegetable regions, large 
farms with many hired laborers seem 
to be the coming pattern. But in gen- 
eral farming areas, the trend is to 
larger family farms. 

In Iowa, farmers actually use much 
less hired labor than they did 20 years 
ago, though farms are larger. In this 
respect, farming in Iowa is more “fam- 
ily type” than it ever was. 

So those who place great value on 
the individual family-type farm should 
not get their objectives confused. If 
they want the family farm with a high 
level of income, then preserving the 
small farm is not the answer. 


It Fit the Infant, and Fits the Giant 


From the Sacramento (Calif.) Bee 


Associate Justice Felix Frankfurter 
of the United States Supreme Court in 
a recent book entitled “Of Law and 
Men” takes the view that the Consti- 
tution of the United States never was 
intended to enshrine the past but “is 
designed to give full scope to the fu- 
ture. It demands the greatest flexi- 
bility and imagination to harmonize lo- 
cal and national interests. The Con- 
stitution of the United States is thus 
not a historical parchment in a glass 
case. It is a continuing process of deli- 
cate government adjustment. And its 
judicial application is not a mechanical 
exercise but a profound task of state- 
craft exercised by judges set apart from 
the turbulence of politics.” 

Justice Frankfurter may take a some- 


what idealistic view that judges always 
are set apart from the turbulence of 
politics but few will quarrel with his 
conviction that it is the continuing flex- 
ibility of the Constitution from which 
it derives its most enduring strength. 

This country is no more like the one 
in which, that document’s writers lived 
than the child just learning to walk is 
like the adult he is to become. 

Each new generation has brought new 
problems, new emergencies, new condi- 
tions, most of which the framers of 
the Constitution never could have fore- 
seen. 

But the governmental garment they 
tailored for the infant still does for the 
giant the United States has become. 
And that is something of a miracle.

Life on a Maine Island 


SPEAK TO THE WINDS, by Ruth Moore. (Morrow, 

309 pgs., $3.50.) 

To Robert MacKechnie, Chin Island 
with its rich untapped deposits of gran- 
ite, said, “power”; to Ansel Gilman the 
wild and hitherto uninhabited island 
said “fear’’: to the workers who came 
to quarry the stone, to their families 
and descendants, it said, “homie.” 

Now, almost 70 years after the day in 
1855 when MacKechnie and Gilman had 
first seen Chin Island, the thriving 
quarries were abandoned and the Chin 
islanders, to whom the island was still 
home, had turned to a less satisfying 
way of life. The 
island had been 
taken over by sum- 
mer people. From 
June until Septem- 
ber every year the 
island was prosper- 
ous, gay and busy. 
During the winter 
months, the natives 
lived on the past 
+ Summer's profits 
and the anticipa- 
tion of next sea- 
son's. 

It was during 
this time of quiet 
when quarrels were 
most apt to break out. Elbridge Gil- 
man, grandson of both Robert MacKech- 
nie and Ansel Gilman, was first select- 
man and keeper of the town records. 
But he felt that he was guardian of 
something more important than this— 
that he and his fellow townsmen were 
living evidence of what had been 
achieved from the dreams and labor of 
the founders. Therefore it was ironic 
that it was he and his friend and part- 
ner, Liseo MacGimsey, who touched off 
the feud which divided the town and 
threatened to turn it into a deserted 
ghost town. The two men worked hard 
to patch up the torn fabric of common 
heritage which had made Chin Island, 
in spite of its poverty, a good place in 
which to live and bring up one’s chil- 
dren. 

Ruth Moore, author of “Candelmas 
Day,” has written in her current novel 
another story of the same. Northeastern 
fishing region and she has written again 
understandingly and well. Her ability 
is well-known to portray beautifully and 
movingly the life of the fishing people 
on the rocky wind-swept islands of the 
Maine coast. 


But there is another and more signifi- 
cant side to the picture. This is Miss 
Moore’s exploration of the quirk in 
otherwise decent well-meaning. men 
and women which makes them enjoy 
for a time and even fan the flame 
of ill-feeling among friends with whom 
they have lived for a lifetime. And of 
course this trait is not indigenous to 
Maine alone. There is a suggestion that 
boredom may foster a reckless need for 
excitement. There is a possibility too 
that after a time feuds may become 
even more boring than harmony. It is 
a pity that here, as is usual, only a dis- 

_ aster will bring factions together. 


Miss Moore’s craftsmanship is metic- 
ulous and thorough. Her minor char- 
acters are as fully developed as those 
of greater importance. As the reader 
lives with the Chin islanders through a 
year of their life, combating the ele- 
ments of a rugged environment, he can 
share with them the greater inner strug- 
gle against wounded pride and long- 
past resentments only possible among 
a people whose roots are deep in the 
shared intimate life of a small isolated 
community.

SYRACUSE, N.Y., Sept. 13 
(AP)—Carmen Sasilio, appar- 
éntly as tough and destructive 
as ever, wore the welterweight 
crown again today after batter- 
ing Johnny Saxton “for the 


sweetest win of my life.” 
“This was the one I wanted 
to win more than any other,” 
said the craggy-faced, 29-year- 
old Basilio following his tech- 
nical knockout in 1:31 of the 
ninth round over the cocky, 26- 
year-old defending champion in 
War Memorial Auditorium last 


night. i 

“I beat him in Chicago and 
got robbed. This was my an-. 
swer. If he wants to fight me 
again, I'm willing. 1 fight for 
money. I'll fight Ray Robinson 
too, for the middleweight title, 
if Saxton has had enough 
agreed to give Saxton a return 
fight and he ¢an hove it any- 
where but in Chicago.” 

Even. with his lop-sided tri- 
umph last night, Carmen still 
is burning over the unanimous 
but controversial decision 
which Saxton scored over him 
in Chicago last March 14. That 
not only cost the ex-Marine 
the title but probably a lucra- 
tive outdoor money match with 
Middleweight Champion Ray 
Robinson. Now he hopes to get 
a crack at Sugar Ray before 
long. 

Saxton Wants Rematch. 
“I want the fight and I'll) 
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beat him the next time,” said |* 
Saxton through swollen lips. A | 
white bandage covered the left | 
side of his mouth where. nine 
stitches were required to sew 
up a long gash he suffered 
during the one-sided fray. 

“TI fought his fight—not mine,” 
the dethroned New Yorker said | 
bitterly. “The booing of the 
crowd upset me. Instead of box- 
ing him like I did the last time 
and like I planned to do again, 
I went out and slugged with | 
him, I wanted to show those 
fans. Next time I'll fight for 
Johnny Saxton and win my 
way.” 

If it wasn't for a $50,000 bond 
Basilio’s handlers had posted to 
guarantee Saxton the return 
fight, there wouldn't be any 
cause for it, so thorough Was 
Basilio’s vengeful pounding. 

Gaunt and with his ribs show- | 
ing through his taut skin, the 
14614-pound local pride took 
charge in the third round with 
a slashing body and head attack 
that had the sleek Saxton) 
bloody, reeling and helpless in 
the ninth round when Referee 
Al Berl halted the massacre. 
Saxton had not been down, but | 
he. was heading for the canvas, 
so relentless was Basilio’s furi- 
ous assault. 

Early Slugging Exchange. 

- Looking perfectly conditioned 
at 145°%4, Saxtén was only in 
contention for the first two 
rounds when he surprised the 
near capacity crowd of 8546 and 
countless television viewers by 
meeting Basilio in mid-ring and 
exchanging punches. He drew 
blood from Carmen’s nose and 


the fans cheered the unexpected ; ran 


early fireworks from the usually 
back-pedaling jabber. 

In the third, Basilio started 
to take his toll of the 7-5 favor- 
ite with his strength-sapping 
lefts and rights to the body and 
his switching jolts to the head. 
In the fourth, the rout was on, 
Saxton began 4a..bleed from 
the mouth and near the end of 
the round, he was staggered by 
agjong left and right to the jaw. 

The cool, poised Basilio was 
in complete command after that, 
punthing, as he said, “upstairs 
and downstairs,” and making 
every move count. With every 
blow he disorganized Saxton’s 
own attack. In the seventh he 
split Johnny's lip. 

The three officials, all im- 
ported from New York City by 
Commission Chairman Julius 
Helfand, had identical cards up 
to the T.K.O., 7-1 for Basilio. 
Efch gave Saxton the second 
round. The judges were vet- 
erans Harold Barnes and Frank 
Forbes. The Associated Press 
card had it at 7-1, too. 

Palermo Criticises Berl. 

Frank (Blinky) Palermo, Sax- 
ton’s manager who is not li- 
censed in New York state, pro- 
tested to newsmen at the ring- 
side, and before he was able 
to see his battered meal-ticket, 
that “the referee shouldn't have 
stopped the fight, he pulled 
Johnny around. Johnny was 
snapping out of it. He should 
have let Johnny hit the deck 
like a champion should.” Sax- 
ton. himself, wasn’t upset over 
Berl’s rescue. 

“The return bout won't be 
held here, you can bet on that,” 
Blinky added. “Johnny has the 
right to say where the fight 
will be held. Maybe California, 
Philadelphia or Boston, but no 
Syracuse. Basilio cant fight 
anyone until he fights us first. 
They've got 50 big ones ($50,- 
000) up to guarantee that.’ 

Johnny Dejohn, one of Ba- 
silio’s co-managers, confirmed 
the money was posted. 

“We wanted Carmen to get 
his chance, and so we agreed,” 
Dejohn said. “We're willing to 
fight Sexton again.’

Doubt, This Time. 

OHNNY SAXTON tried to 
J beat Carmen Basilio at his 

own game—infighting—so 
today there is a new welter- 
weight champion of the world, 
or at least an old one has re- 
gained the title. 

In the early rounds of the 
bout at Syracuse, N.Y., it ap- 
peared—from a TV seat—that 
Saxton tried to punch it out 
with Basilio at close range. 
That's Carmen’s meat and he 
punched Saxton all over the 
place until the sixth round 
when Johnny reverted to 
type, climbed on his bicycle 
and began a retreating ficht, 
stabbing with his left hand. 

That won a decisioa ior 
him in Chicago on March 4 
last but this time he waited 
too long and by the time he 
began to fight his own fight 
his stamina was about gone. 
So Basilio kept everlastingly 
at him until the ninth round 
when he staggered Saxton 
with a right hand and seemed 
to have him set up for a kayo 
wallop when Referee Al Berl 
stepped in and stopped the 
bout. 


Before that the announcer 
said that Saxtdn’s mouth 
was badly cut so that may 
have had something to do 
with Berl’s action, Otherwise, 
Johnny didn’t appear to be in 
bad enough condition to stop 
the action. After all, it was 
a world championship bout 
and the champion had never 
been on the floor. It’s pretty 


tough to lose a title when a> 


boxer is still on his feet. 

Saxton, however, made no 
complaint about the action, 
neither. did his corner until 
after it was over when Frank 
(Blinky) Palermo, his man- 
ager, said that Berl should 
not have stopped it when he 
did. Certainly other boxers 
have weathered worse situa- 
tions than Saxton appeared to 
be in. 


Basilio Far Ahead. 


Ali of the officials had 
Basilio ahead, 7 to 1, at the 
end of the eighth round and 
that agreed with the TV ver- 
sion. 

Basilio appeared to be in 
great condition, as he must 
have been, and Saxton had 
been’reported in fine shape, 
too. So both men were at 
their best and, fortunately, a 
decision did not have to be 
given because some fingers 
had already been pointing at 
the mateh in Syracuse, near 
Basilio’s home town. 

In the past Carmen has 
never been favored by the of- 
ficiating.in Syracuse. He lost 
a bid for the 147-pound title 
to Kid Gavilan on a ques- 
tionable decision there and 
also it took the action of the 
New York Commission to give 
him a draw with Chuck Davey. 

Still, Basilio was faced with 
the necessity of gaining a de- 

cisive victory, or having the 
finger pointed at him. Well, 
he won it decisively, all right. 

After their first match in 
Chicago, there were indica- 
tions that Saxton found Ba- 
silio much less formidable 
than he had anticipated. 
Johnny's statements prior to 
the rematch showed that he 
intended totry fora knockout 
and leave nothing to the 
imagination, 

Apparently he overlooked

the fact, that Basilio had suf- 

| fered from a virus before the 

| Chicago contest. In addition 
he had been through two real 
battles with Tony De Marco 
in the previous 12 months. 
‘Those things took a lot out of 
him and he did not fight his 
best fight, something which 
Carmen readily admitted in 
his dressing room after the 
first one. 


Basilio at Peak. 
HIS time it was different. 
ys Basilio had not fought 
since March but had 
trained hard and had no mis- 
haps in his workouts. So he 
was strong and eager for the 
| fray. 
| The body punishment 
| which he dealt out in five 
rounds weakened Saxton for 
the finish and was remindful 
of the saying of the late Kid 
Bandy when somebody re- 
marked that a certain boxer 
| didn’t seem to like punches 
in the body. 

“Show me somebody which 
does?” asked the Kid dis- 
dainfully. 

And now there is the old 
bugaboo of boxing at hand— 
the return match. There was 
a clause in the contract pro- 
viding that Basilio would 
give Saxton a return match 
within 90 days should he win 

| and Palermo says he will be 
held to it. 

There was a legitimate rea- 
son for a rematch after the 
Chicago fight. There the de- 

| cision left the situation up in 
the air. There was general 
dissatisfaction with the ver- 
dict and Saxton owed it to 
himself as well as the public 
to clear the air. 

No such excuse exists this 
time. There is no doubt 
that Basilio won, handily,

Creosote -has an oil base and. 


if one applies paint over wood 
treated with creosote there is a 
good chance that the creosote 
will bleed through the paint and 
make a general mess of things. 

About the safest rule to fol- 
low ig sealing the creosote with 
two coats of aluminum paint. 
After the final coat of alumi- 
num paint is dry, two or more 
coats of finish paint can be 
applied and there shouldn't be 
any trouble. 

Of course, if the creosote was 
applied to the shingles a good 
many years back it might not 
have ‘the strength to bleed 
through the paint and in this 
case you won’t need the alumi- 
num paint. To play safe, apply 
paint to a small area and see 
what happens. If in a week or 
so you find traces of bleeding, 
better go to work and apply the 
aluminum paint.

THERE WAS A TIME when we cooked on the stove. 
But that is all over now, woodsman, 

It was a handy thing, the old electric stove. Those 
old-timers were not up-to-date. But they had some cute 
tricks. You just flipped on a switch, put in the meat and 
let it cook. 

Today we load the barbecue with charcoal. The char- 
coal is then soaked with a special priming fluid ($1.03 a 
can). Most of the charcoal I buy could pass fire inspection 
laws, it is that fire-resistant. 

It is a battle all the way between the chef and the 
asbestos-lined charcoal. A man must be cunning. A pint of 
gasoline helps a lot. 

Some chefs use an electric lighter. This is a sort of 
hot plate which is placed under the charcoal. It is hot 
enough to melt lead. And often enough produces a faint 
glow in the charcoal. 

x * 

THE FUEL eventually gets a hot and ruddy complexion. 
When all the guests begin to cough in the smoke and a 
faint ash floats down on the martinis, we are ready to. cook. 

The fodder for these outdoor affairs is usually beef. 
You can scarcely do anything to hurt beef. But we try 
hard enough. 

The beef is marinated. No self-respecting outdoor cook 
puts on a steak without giving it several coats of secret- 
lacquer. The steak is beaten with salt arid pepper. It is 
lashed with mustard, glazed and whipped for hours by vestal 
virgins. At least that is my impression. For the preparation 
is so secret that a barbecue chef would stab you with a 
barbecue fork if you asked for the recipe. 

The chef is armed with several of these forks. They 
are so long he needs. opera glasses to see whether he is 
forking the steaks or’ sticking a guest.

Here is the reason: they rapidly reduce the salt level in 
the body. It can fall too low and upset the chemical bal- 
ance in the blood. Patients are not aware of this happening. 
They attribute their extreme weakness to their heart con- 
dition; but it may be due to the low salt levels in the 
blood. 

One sometimes wonders if many of the so-called car- 
diac attacks and deaths are not due to patients.taking mer- 
curia] drugs for a long time without the supervision of 
their doctor. It is evident that if you have heart disease, 
your salt levels in the blood and urine should be checked 
as routinely as your digitalis saturation.

STEINCROHN: I am a 42-year-old business 
man and I have been interested in diets all my life, After 
a recent study of the benefits of being a vegetarian 1 
decided to become one. Having read of the dangers to the 
coronary arteries of fat diets, and with a history of coron- 
ary disease in my own family, I am convinced that a strictly 
vegetarian diet will solve the problem in my case.

ANSWER: I wish doctors could be sO certain about the 
prevention of coronary disease. Unfortunately what seems 
to be the answer may not be. In every medical condition 
there is a broad area of uncertainty.

HE most colorful congres- 
T sional race in California— 

and perhaps in the entire 
nation—is being fought in this 
great desert oasis between the 
world’s most renowned woman 
flyer and the only East Indian 
holding elective office in the 
United States. 


Friends of the two opponents 
say it’s a pity they cannot both 
win. But Jacqueline Cochran 
Odlum is a stanch Republican, 
and Imperial County Judge 
Dalip S. Saund, 56 years old 
and a native of Amritsar, India, 
is an avid Democrat. Each 
seeks to become the represen- 
tative of the state’s sprawling’ 
Twenty - ninth Congressional - 
district. 


It’s a district that staggers 
the imagination, like the im- 
probable careers of the two 
congressional candidates. Con- 
sisting of Riverside and Impe- 
rial counties, it stretches from 
the border of Mexico all the 
way to the fringes of Los An- 
geles, an area larger than Dela- 
ware and vastly more varied. 
It includes the lush swimming 
pool homes and hotels of fash- 
ionable Palm Springs, the 
steaming alleys of Calexico 
where countless wetbacks 
stream across the border, the 
prolific date trees of the Coa- 
chella Valley and vast waste- 
lands of torrid desert. 


A half century ago the area 
was barren. But water from the 
Colorado river has changed 
much of the desert into a rich 
and productive land. At Indio, 
in the heart of the Coachello 
Valley, lies Mrs. Odlum’s pic- 
turesque ranch, which began 22 
years ago with a modest home 
on a sand dune that “Jackie” 
helped build with her own 
hands. Her husband, Financier 
Floyd B. Odlum, helps her run 
the 600-acre ranch.

SEAT in Congress would cap 
A a Cochran career that al- 

ready is fabulous. Born some 
47 years ago, “Jackie” grew up 
in extreme poverty in the South. 
Often her dresses were made of 
flour sacks, and she has said 
she was given her first shoes 
when she was eight years old. 
That same year she _ started 
working in a cotton mill; at 11 
she became an assistant in a 
beauty parlor. 

She has said she does not 
know who her parents were, or 
exactly where she was born. 
But her origin must have been 
excellent, for she was endowed 
with intelligence and _ great 
drive. She became a nurse, the 
nation’s foremost aviatrix and 
eventually the wife of Odlum, 
a multimillionaire. After her 
marriage she founded her own 
cosmetics firm, ran it success- 
fully, meanwhile continuing to 
win dozens of awards for her 
air prowess. 

During the war she was head 
of WASPs, the women pilots’ 
ferrying service. She was the 
first of her sex to break through 
the sound barrier. 

The kind of stamina and will- 


to-win evident in her uphill ca- 
reer also was evident in her 
successful campaign for her 
party’s nomination, and is again 
in full view in her new hard 
drive for election next Nov. 6. 
Using her ranch as a base, Mrs. 
Odlum either crisscrosses the 
desert in a nine-year-old black 
car—with a compass on the 
dashboard so that she can keep 
her bearings—or she personally 
flys her plane from city to 
hamlet. She doesn’t think elec- 
tion is going to be easy. 


“During the primary cam- 
paign,” she said, “‘I shook hands 
with about 40,000 people, drove 
at least 8000 miles and flew 30.- 
000 miles. Also I walked about 
five or six miles a day.” 


She’s renewing that fast pace 
now, with her eye on the big 
goal. To voters she gives a 
simple message: that she her- 
self came up the hard way, that 
she has a sincere desire to serve 
her district and her country, 
and that she is certain she can 
do so best as a member of Con- 
gress. 

She is opposed to Federal aid 
to education, favors stronger 
national defense measures, and 
joins Agriculture Secretary Ezra 
Taft Benson in opposition to 
highly-fixed parity prices. Tak- 
ing advantage of her plane and 
her flying ability, she tells 
audiences that aviation is the 
key to “complete and effective” 
representation of their huge 
district, and promises that if 
elected she will make weekend 
flights from the nation’s capital 
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to keep in personal touch with 
her constituents. 

President Eisenhower can be 
expected to give her a personal 
boost Yap o the opportunity 
presents itself. He did so sev- 
eral weeks ago when he cor- 
dially received her at the White 
House, recalling how the blonde 


flyer had flown to Paris in 


1952 with films of an Eisen- 
hower rally she had helped or- 
ganize—films that had helped 
him decide to make himself 
available for the presidential 
race.

UDGE SAUND, a distin- 
J guished-looking man with 

blue-black hair and coffee- 
colored skin, will have no Pres- 
ident to assist his campaign, but 
many political observers give 
him a good fighting chance to 
win over glamorous Mrs. Odlum. 

“If elected to Congress,” he 
has said, “the very first thing 
I would do would be to fly over 
to India and say: ‘Here I am, 
a living example of democracy 
in practice.’” 

Thus he has turned his color 
into an asset, for he feels that 
even his present position as a 
respected county judge is an 
answer to Communist anti- 
American propaganda in the 
Asian nations. His dark skin ~ 
also is expected to earn him the 
support of the multitude of 
racial minorities in his district 
—the Negroes, Mexicans, Japa- 
nese and Hindus.

He went to the University of 
California, intending to return 
to India in due time, but he 
found the United States so at- 
tractive that he remained. He 
obtained a doctorate of philoso- 
phy in mathematics, became a 
lecturer for a time, and in 1928 

married Marian Kosa, daughter 
of a Los Angeles painter who 
now teaches school. They 
started a lettuce farm, ran it 
successfully, and later sold it 
in order to buy a fertilizer 
plant. The plant is a prosper- 
ous one, grossing about $250,- 
000 a year.
